To whom it may concern: 

This e-mail is a request for access to materials in the 
possession of town of Paradise for the purpose of 
inspection and copying pursuant to my rights under the 
California Public Records Act, section 6250 of the 
Government Code. The information I want to inspect 
and copy is described as follows: 

• All written correspondence, including emails 
and text messages, sent by or to the Paradise 
Town Council - Jody Jones, Greg Bolin, Steve 
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Crowder, Melissa Schuster, Michael Zuccolillo — 
and staff members in their offices regarding 
plans from Pacific Gas and Electric (PG&E) to 
de-energize power lines or turn off electricity. 
This request covers the period from Oct. 1, 
2018 through Nov. 30, 2018. 

• All written correspondence, including emails 
and text messages, sent by or to the Paradise 
Town Council - Jody Jones, Greg Bolin, Steve 
Crowder, Melissa Schuster, Michael Zuccolillo - 
and staff members in their offices regarding the 
Camp Fire. This request covers only Nov. 8 and 
Nov. 9 2018. 

• All written correspondence including emails 
and text messages, sent by or to town of 
Paradise employees Lauren Gill, Darren Read, 
Curtis Lawrie and Eric Reinbold regarding plans 
from PG&E to de-energize power lines or turn 
off electricity. This request covers the period 
from Oct. 1, 2018 through Nov. 30, 2018. 

• All written correspondence, including emails 
and text messages, exchanged between any of 
the individuals listed above and any 
representative of the California Public Utilities 
Commission regarding the same subject and 
over the same time period as listed in the two 
points above. 

This request reasonably describes an identifiable 
record, and I believe there exists no express provision of 
law exempting such records from disclosure. Therefore, 
pursuant to the Sunshine Ordinance and state 
Government Code section 6257,1 ask that you make the 
record "immediately available" in electronic format. 

To the extent that a portion of the information I have 
requested is not immediately available, I request that 
whatever documentation is immediately available be 
turned over first. 

To the extent that a portion of the information I have 
requested is exempt by express provision of law, the 
Sunshine Ordinance and state Government Code 
section 6257 additionally requires that such material be 
redacted in order that the remainder of the information 
may be provided to satisfy my request. 

In any case, if you determine that an express provision 
of law exists to exempt from disclosure all or a portion 
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of the material I have requested, Government Code 
section 6256 requires a determination and notification 
to me of the reasons therefore no later than 10 days 
from your receipt of this request. Government Code 
Section 6256.2 prohibits the use of the 10-day period, 
or any other provision of the Public Records Act, ""to 
delay access for purposes of inspecting public records."
